How  to  Plant 

PEONIES 

Spade  soil  18  to  20  inches  deep,  if  subsoil  is 
poor  remove  and  fill  with  top  soil.  Use  bone  meal, 
well  mixed  with  soil.  Now  plant  the  roots  so  the 
eves  are  2}4  to  3  inches  below  the  surface  after 
soil  is  level,  pressing  soil  tight  against  the  roots. 
DO  NOT  USE  FRESH  STABLE  MANURE 
AT  ANY  TIME.  Cultivate  freely  during  the 
dry  season. 

We  begin  shipping  roots  about  September  10 
to  15,  and  do  not  ship  Peonies  in  the  Spring. 

Since  most  Peonies  are  planted  in  the  fall,  the 
late  planter  must  necessarily  take  the  leavings,  no 
matter  where  he  purchases.  It  is  impossible  to  dig 
and  divide  Peonies  in  the  spring  without  greatly 
injuring  them.  Fall  is  the  natural  time  to  plant, 
besides  Peonies  planted  in  the  fall  may  reasonably 
be  expected  to  bloom  the  following  season.

HYBRID 

LILACS 

Known  also  as  FRENCH  LILACS 

Lilacs  thrive  best  in  a  sunny  location  and  in  a 
well  drained  soil.  They  prefer  a  neutral  soil  and 
are  benefitted  by  applications  of  lime  over  the 
soil  above  their  roots,  if  the  soil  is  inclined  to  be 
acid.  Bonemeal  is  one  of  the  best  fertilizers  to 
use.  This  may  be  mixed  with  the  soil  at  the  time 
of  planting,  at  least  a  pint  to  a  bush,  and  should 
cover  an  area  at  least  2  feet  in  diameter. 

Our  lilac  stock  is  propagated  on  their  own 
roots,  also  grafted  and  budded,  and  all  are  estab¬ 
lished  on  their  own  roots  before  being  sold.  They 
are  stocky,  well  developed  plants,  even  in  the 
smaller  sizes,  and  with  proper  planting  and  care 
usually  bloom  the  second  year.  They  need  be 
planted  only  slightly  deeper  than  they  were  in 
our  gardens.  We  do  not  prepay  transportation  on 
lilacs  and  recommend  express  shipments.
